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CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  Ladies  of  tlie  Union  Relief  Association  take  pleasure  in  return- 
ing to  their  fiiends  and  tlie  public  a  brief  record  of  another  year's 
stewardship.  Their  work  in  the  homes  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
the  late  war  still  goes  on,  and  the  need  for  it  continues  to  exist.  Five 
years  ago,  when  the  Association  was  formed,  it  was  thought  its  existence 
would  be  only  of  very  short  duration — that  as  soon  as  the  many  men 
who  were  then  suffering  from  the  war  had  recovered,  or  died  away  (as 
very  many  have),  or  had  secured  pensions,  there  would  be  no  longer 
a  call  for  such  an  organization ;  but  there  are  yet  very  many  wholly 
incapacitated  for  labor,  who  from  various  causes  receive  no  pension,  and 
those  who  are  obliged  to  lean  upon  it,  as  a  sole  dependence,  find  it 
quite  unequal  to  the  demands  for  the  bare  necessities  of  life ;  and  there 
are  numbers  of  widows  and  orphans  who  before  the  war  w^ere  in  cir- 
cumstances of  ease  and  comfort,  whose  life  now^  is  one  continual  struo-gle 
for  the  means  wherewith  to  preserve  it.  It  has  always  been  the  aim  of 
this  Association  to  make  its  pensioners  feel  that  the  assistance  given  is 
not  a  charity^  but  the  grateful  return  of  a  prosperous  and  happy  people. 
Several  men  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  removed  to  St.  Luke's 
Hospital  for  treatment — one  woman  to  the  Home  for  the  Incurables  • 
situations  of  different  kinds  have  been  obtained  for  many,  this  beino- 
one  of  the  chief  desires  of  this  Association,  to  place  its  beneficiaries  in 
positions  to  help  themselves.  Through  the  kindness  of  Major-Gen eral 
B.  F.  Butler,  the  ladies  have  still  the  confidence  of  the  National  Asvlura 
Committee,  and,  as  the  almoners  of  the  "  Out-door  Relief  Fund,"  they' 
have  during  the  year  expended  $3,000.     In  the  spring  an  appropria- 
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tion  of  $10,000  was  received  through  the  tax  levy  of  the  City  of  New 
York.  We  regret  to  say  that  the  private  donations  have  not  been  as 
large  or  numerous  as  heretofore,  and  trust  that  in  the  coming  year  the 
Society  may  receive  the  individual  support  it  so  justly  deserves.  Thus 
it  shall  be  enabled  to  increase  its  sphere  of  usefulness ;  for  although  no 
worthy  applicant  has  ever  been  denied  assistance,  often  their  limited 
means  prevent  the  visitors  from  giving  as  liberal  an  amount  of  aid  as 
their  own  hearts  would  prompt,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  case  require. 

The  ladies  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kind  and  gratuitous 
services  of  Drs.  Herrick  Worster,  Waterman,  Hoeber,  Bauer,  Thomas, 
Messenger,  Quee,  Frauenstein,  Wood,  Miller,  James  Morgan,  A.  B. 
Judson,  Willard  Parker,  W^orster,  Kemp,  Joseph  E.  Jarvin,  and 
Marselis.  Also  their  appreciation  of  the  continued  services  of  Mr. 
George  S.  McWatters,  who  has  proved  invaluable  to  them  in  all  their 
efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  soldier,  by  his  timely  suggestions  and 
energetic  action.  The  Society  has,  during  the  past  year,  relieved  over 
300  families.  None  but  those  who  have  had  personal  intercourse  with 
the  recipients  of  its  favors  caij  ever  know  the  class  this  Association 
reaches,  or  the  blessing  it  carries  to  hearts  and  homes  where  sorrow 
and  desolation  have  long  held  their  sway. 

The  following  few  extracts  from  numberless  letters  of  interest  are  the 
heartfelt  expressions  of  gratitude  for  attention  in  sickness  and  distress, 
and  will  convey  better  than  any  statistics  a  conception  of  the  work 
done,  and  the  measure  of  its  appreciation  : — 

"New  York,  May  3d,  1870. 

"  Ladies — It  is  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  my 
husband.  Allow  me  to  express  the  deep  sense  of  gratitude  that  I  and 
my  children  feel  towards  your  Association  for  the  assistance  you  have 
so  generously  extended  to  us  during  the  past  two  years.  The  value  of 
that  assistance  has  been  enhanced  by  the  manner  of  its  bestowal.  The 
kind  dispenser  of  your  bounty  has  smoothed  to  the  grave  the  pilgrim- 
age of  a  proud  spirit.  But  for  his  many  delicate  assurances  that  your 
generous  assistance  was  not  charity,  but  the  poor  soldier's  due,  the 
last  years  of  his  life  would  have  been  embittered  by  a  sad  sense  of 
destitution  and  dependence.  My  husband  served  the  RepubHc  for 
four  years,  during  which  service  he  was  maimed  in  its  defence  (having 
lost  an  arm),  and  died  at  last  of  disease  contracted  while  in  the  army. 
He  could  not  have  borne  the  thought  that  he  and  his  family  were  sub- 
sisting on  the  cold  charity  of  the  world,  and,  thanks  to  the  delicate  tact

with  which  your  aid  w^as  bestowed,  his  mind  w  as  relieved  and  his  last 
days  on  earth  made  peaceful.  Please  accept  the  sincere  gratitude  and 
blessing  of  the  soldier's  widow  and  three  children." 

"  To  The  Ladies'  Union  Relief  Association. 

"  In  informing  you  of  the  death  of  my  daughter,  allow  me  to  expre!=s 
my  heartfelt  gratitude  for  your  kindness  to  her  and  her  child.  Your 
timely  aid  kept  her  Irom  the  death  and  burial  of  a  pauper,  and  consoled 
her  in  her  last  hours  with  the  knowledge  that  she  and  her  child  were 
not  forgotten  by  those  for  whom  the  husband  and  father  gave  his  life 
on  the  battle-field.  Please  except  our  sincere  thanks,  and  believe  me, 
you  have  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  poor  old  father  and  orphan  child 
of  the  soldier's  widow." 

A  soldier  writes : — 

"  Should  I  recover  (which  is  not  probable),  and  be  able  to  refund 
every  dollar  you  have  so  kindly,  and  so  liberally  given  me,  it  would  be 
but  a  poor  acknowledgment  when  compared  with  the  Christian  liberali- 
ty I  have  received  from  the  ladies  of  your  Society.  Had  it  not  been  for 
their  generous  assistance  I  could  not  have  enjoyed  the  comforts  of  a 
home  during  the  past  twelve  months  in  the  manner  I  have,  but  would 
have  been  obliged  to  go  to  the  Soldier's  Asylum  at  Augusta,  Mame, 
some  four  hundred  miles  distant ;  thus  must  I  have  sacrificed  my  home 
again,  the  same  as  when  I  went  into  the  army — but  thanks  to  your  As- 
sociation, yea !  a  thousand  thanks,  your  timely  aid  prevented  this 
second  separation,  and  from  my  heart  I  feel  truly  grateful  to  you  for  it." 

Another  writes : — 
Mr.  McWatters. 

Dear  Sir — I  am  a  pensioner,  and  on  behalf  of  myself  aud  many 
hundred  others  allow  me,  through  you,  to  thank  the  Ladies'  Union  Re- 
lief Association  for  getting  a  more  frequent  payment  of  pensions. 
There  are  few^  but  the  very  poor,  who  can  appreciate  the  comfort  a  clear 
rent  bill,  a  ton  of  coal,  and  a  barrel  of  flour,  is  to  a  poor  family  on  the 
first  days  of  winter;  these  we  to-day  enjoy,  thanks  to  you  and  the 
Ladies'  Union  Relief  Association.  Gratitude  and  prayers  are  all  I  can 
oft'er ;  please  accept  them  and  oblige  yours — J.  S." 

The  following  is  a  portion  of  an  article  w^hich  appeared  in  one  of 
our  papers  in  the  early  spring : — 

"  Among  the  many  sad  legacies  of  the  recent  war  to  the  people  of 
this  country,  is  that  of  the  broken-dow^n  veterans  who  came  out  of  the 
conflict  forever  unfitted  for  labor  in  the  multifarious  occupations  of  a 
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time  ot  peace.  The  strength  of  tlieir  hands  had  hitherto  been  their  sole 
capital  in  the  business  of  life,  and  it  was  an  all-suflBcient  reliance ;  but 
now  it  has  gone,  and  in  many  instances  nothing  is  left  but  a  few  months 
of  wasting  sickness,  and  a  pauper's  death.  In  this  State  there  is  no 
home  where  the  scarred  and  broken-down  veterans,  who  had  no  depen- 
dence but  their  own  lost  resources,  can  go  and  live  their  few  remaining 
days  in  comfort,  or  die  amid  kindly  and  consoling  attentions,  with  the 
assurance  that  their  shattered  remains  will  be  decently  laid  away  for  the 
final  repose. 

"  AVhile  there  has  been  no  administration  by  the  State  on  this  legacy 
of  tlie  war,  a  few  ladies  in  this  city  have  taken  upon  themselves  some 
of  the  duties  accompanying  the  bequest.  We  have  already  spoken  of 
the  Association  they  have  formed,  and  the  nature  of  the  work  they 
have  assumed,  and  now  propose  to  take  the  reader  with  one  of  them 
on  a  round  of  visits  for  a  single  morning. 

"  First  we  enter  the  somewhat  gloomy  portals  of  a  City  Hospital,  and 
make  our  way  to  one  of  the  distant  wards.  On  a  low  pallet  in  this 
chamber  of  the  dying  is  a  wasted  form  which  once  wore  the  army  blue 
and  carried  a  musket  with  as  much  vigor  and  pride  as  the  stoutest  in 
the  ranks.  His  home  was  in  the  bonny  land  of  the  heather  and  the 
broom,  and  in  the  country  to  which  he  gave  all  the  vigor  of  his  life  he 
has  no  friend  to  attend  him  through  his  weary  lingering  days.  Sad 
indeed  was  his  prospect  in  this  public  asylum,  among  nurses  and  at- 
tendants whose  care  showed  but  the  lukewarm  kindness  of  ofiicial  duty  ; 
until  a  stranger  came  from  this  Association  with  delicacies  to  tempt  his 
appetite  and  comforts  to  meet  every  want.  Kind  inquiries  are  made  of 
the  physician  and  the  nurse ;  for  a  while  he  is  engaged  in  cheerful  con- 
versation, talking  of  the  past  and  the  future,  leaving  the  present  to  its 
own  too  eloquent  modes  of  speech.  We  know  and  Ae, knows  that  he 
can  never  leave  that  bed  but  for  one  more  lowly  still ;  all  that  can  be 
done  is  done  to  make  his  little  remnant  of  life  as  cheerful  and  com- 
fortable as  possible ;  he  finds  a  pensive  comfort  in  the  assurance,  that 
when  he  is  borne  from  the  hospital  to  the  grave,  it  shall  be  with  all  the 
ceremonies  of  a  Christian  funeral.* 

"  Our  next  visit  is  to  a  soldier's  home,  if  that  may  be  called  a  home, 
where  there  is  no  comfort,  no  cheerfulness,  nothing  but  want  and  suf- 
fering. Here  is  one  who  but  a  few  years  ago  was  a  sturdy  mechanic, 
living  with  his  family  in  comfort  and  happiness;  he  has  been  through

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the  fiery  ordeal  of  the  war,  and  it  has  left  him  blind  and  a  constant 
siifterer  from  a  gangrened  sore  which  refuses  to  be  healed.  One  of  his 
children  is  away  at  school,  and  two  are  living  with  distant  relatives,  to 
relieve  the  straitened  household  of  their  trifling  expense ;  all  day  long 
his  wife  is  away,  working  for  a  slender  pittance,  that  they  may  live  on 
from  day  to  day,  while  he  remains  in  his  wretched  room  in  solitary 
agony.  There  is  nothing  here  but  what  is  required  by  the  necessities 
of  abject  poverty,  except  the  few  tempting  delicacies  and  appliances  of 
comfort  brought  by  our  companion  and  guide.  For  a  while  there  is  sun- 
shine in  that  dingy  room,  and  the  blind  sufiferer  becomes  almost  cheer- 
ful. The  means  of  the  visitor  are  scanty,  but  she  sees  that  nothing  is 
wanting  which  may  mitigate  the  suffering  of  the  invalid,  and  assures 
him  that  his  family  shall  not  want.  He  is  receiving  from  a  grateful 
country  eight  dollars  a  month  in  half-yearly  pafments ;  he  is  assured 
that  the  Association  is  making  an  effort  to  obtain  for  him  a  larger  pen- 
sion, and  if  successful  his  wife  will  be  enabled  to  remain  at  home  and 
care  for  him.  To  this  comforting  assurance  and  other  words  of  cheer  he 
responds  with  a  '  God  bless  you,'  while  tears  roll  from  his  sightless  eyes. 

'*  From  this  humble  abode  we  make  our  way  to  a  distant  tenement- 
house  in  narrow  quarters ;  we  find  a  large  family;  the  father  has  been 
unable  to  work  for  five  years,  and  for  a  long  time  past  suffered  intense- 
ly ;  the  utmost  efforts  of  the  other  members  of  the  household  were 
insuflBcient  for  even  the  most  scanty  subsistence,  and  yet  no  pension  has 
ever  been  received.  Medical  aid  was  beyond  the  means  of  the  family, 
and  comfort  in  that  household  had  become  but  a  memory  of  the  past 
when  this  Association  found  them ;  now  their  actual  necessities  are 
relieved,  and  the  sick  man  has  the  care  and  advice  of  a  good 
physician. 

"One  more  visit  completes  the  impressive  lesson  of  the  morning. 
Crossing  the  city  we  seek  out  the  sick -chamber  of  another  of  those 
whose  strength,  whose  all,  has  been  given  to  the  service  of  the  country, 
with  no  recompense  but  a  life  of  suffering,  and  the  still  greater  agony 
of  seeing  their  wives  worn  out  in  the  forlorn  effort  to  fill  their  places, 
and  their  children  not  only  growing  up  without  the  means  of  education, 
and  a  preparation  for  a  better  future,  but  enduring  the  pangs  of  abject 
poverty  and  pining  for  want  of  the  absolute  necessaries  of  life.  The 
man  before  us  shows  signs  of  having  been  strong  and  lithe,  and  equal 
to  any  of  the  emergencies  of  life  and  ambitious  for  its  achievements, 
until  all  his  hopes  were  shattered  with  the  loss  of  his  youthful  vicfor.  A 
pale,  care-worn  wife,  and  five  fine-looking  children  surround  him,  his 
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own  frail  support  instead  of  the  recipient  of  a  husband's  and  father's 
care  and  protection.  Witliout  the  Ladies'  Union  Relief  Association 
this  family  must  have  led  a  life  of  utter  misery,  and  nothing  but  beg- 
gary or  starvation  could  have  been  their  lot." 

We  have  ventured  to  give  this  lengthy  extract  room  in  our  report, 
that  the  patriotic  public  may  know  and  feel  that  they  have  still  in  their 
very  midst  numerous  relics  of  our  own  late  contest  who  are  the  invol- 
untary and  unwilling  pensioners  on  public  and  private  bounty. 

We  would  bid  God-speed  to  every  ship  that  leaves  our  port  bearing 
across  the  Atlantic  liberal  supplies  of  relief,  and  expressions  of  sym- 
pathy, in  response  to  the  tale  of  suffering  that  is  borne  to  us  on  almost 
every  breeze  from  those  lands  where  the  fearful  ravages  of  w^ar  have  so 
recently  peopled  palace  and  hospital  alike  with  dying  and  dead.  Yet 
much  as  we  may  sympathize  and  sorrow  for  the  misery  which  has  thus 
suddenly  been  carried  into  the  warm-hearted,  loving  German  homes, 
and  for  the  destruction  and  desolation  which  have  followed  in  the  train 
of  war  throughout  the  beautiful  land  of  France,  we  would  not  forget 
in  the  excitement  of  these  more  recent  battle-fields  the  bitter  cost  at 
which  was  achieved  the  peace  and  security  that  bless  our  homes  to-day. 
We  would  ever  remind  our  citizens  who,  with  such  commendable  and 
generous  promptness,  send  forth  their  bounty  to  these  distant  sufferers, 
that  the  few  years  which  have  elapsed  since  our  own  sad  struggle  have 
failed  to  restore  the  lost  to  vacant  fireside  places,  or  to  bring  back  the 
strong  arms  and  stout  hearts  to  dependent  ones,  who  were  ever  wont 
to  lean  upon  them.  While  we  would  cheerfully  co-operate  in  every 
noble  enterprise  of  our  countrymen  for  the  amelioration  of  suffering 
humanity  throughout  the  world,  at  the  same  time  we  would  hasten 
with  renewed  diligence  to  fulfil  the  unredeemed  pledges  to  those  whose 
life-blood  mingles  with  our  own  loved  soil. 


PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

Ladies — 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  a  short  report  of  my  attendance 
on  patients  during  last  year  in  connection  with  your  Association.  I 
had  fifteen  families  under  my  care  and  paid  them  175  visits;  lost  two 
patients  of  consumption  (Mrs.  Nolans  of  31st  Street,  and  Mr.  Pugh, 
who  died  in  the  country).  I  feel  obliged  to  express  my  best  thanks  to 
your  Association  for  the  readiness  with  which  you  agreed  to  several 
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propositions  I  took  the  liberty  to  make,  as  for  instance  to  provide  one 
patient  with  a  sewing-machine  and  another  one  with  a  lounge. 

The  circumstances  under  which  poor  people  suffer  while  they  are 
sick  are  so  essentially  different  from  those  of  the  better  class  of  society 
that  few  only  can  appreciate  the  amount  of  comfort  which  even  an  old 
and  shabby  lounge,  such  as  rich  people  throw  away  in  contempt,  affords 
to  such  a  patient.  The  last  weeks  of  Mrs.  Nolan's  life  were  compara- 
tively easy  with  the  help  of  the  lounge.  The  times  are  unusually  hard 
for  poor  people  just  now,  and  while  the  city  of  New  York  abounds 
with  charitable  people  and  institutions,  I  know  of  none  that  does  more 
real  good  in  proportion  to  the  means  at  its  disposal  than  your  Associa- 
tion; and  I  doubt  not  that  your  means  would  be  largely  increased  and 
thereby  your  power  of  alleviating  misery  enlarged,  if  our  rich  people 
and  legislators  knew  this  half  as  well  as  I  do.  I  wish  you  all  success 
this  year,  and  am  happy  to  do  my  share ;  please  dispose  of  my  services 
without  restraint.
